Address of the President. 


President Roosevelt in his address said: 

“It is a real and great pleasure te come 
this typical city of the southern Mississippi 
Walley in order to greet a typical American, a 
citizen of Tennessee, who dese ves honor not 
only from his state but from the entire coun- 
try—Gen. Luke E. Wright.

“Gen. Wright's work has been as difficult 
as it was important. The events of the last 
four years have définitely decided that 


after play a great part in the world. We 
cannot escape facing the duties. We may 
shirk them if we are built of poor stuff or 
we may take hold and do them if we are fit 
sons of our Mires—but face them we must, 
whether we will or not. Our duty in the 
Philippine’ islands has simply been one of 
the duties that thus have come upon us. We 
are there and we can no more haul down 
our flag and abandon the islands than we 
could now abandon Alaska. 
Whether we are glad or sorry that events 
forced us to go there is aside from the ques- 
tion; the point is that, as the inevitable re- 
sult of the war with Spain, we found our- 
selves in the Philippines and that we could 
not leave the islands without discredit. The 
islanders were wholly unfit to govern them- 
selves, and if we had left there would have 
been a brief period of bloody chaos, and then 
some other nation would have stepped in to 
do the work which we had shirked. It can- 
not bé too often repeated that there was no 
question that the work had to be done. 


Task Has Been Well Done. 

All the question was, whether we would 
do it well or ill, and, thanks to the choice 
of men like Gov. Wright, it has been done 
well. The first and absolutely indispensable 
‘requisite was order—peace. The reign of 
lawless violence, of resistance to legitimate 
authority, the reign of anarchy, could no 
more be tolerated abroad than it could be 
tolerated here in our own land. 

The American flag stands for orderly lib- 
erty and it stands for it abroad as it stands 
for it at home. The task of our poldiers 
was to restore and maintain order in the 
islands. The army had the task to do and it 
did it well and thoroughly. The fullest and 
heartiest praise belongs to our soldiers who 
in the Philippines brought to a triumphant 
conclusion a war, small indeed compared to 
the gigantic struggle in which the older men 
whom I am addressing took part in the early 
‘60s, but inconceivably harassing and diffi- 
cult, because it was waged amid the path- 
less jungles of great tropic islands and 
against a foe, elusive, treacherous, and often 
inconceivably cruel both toward our men and 
toward the great numbers of peace loving 
Filipinos who gladly welcomed our advent. 


Soldiers All Deserve Honor. 

„The soldiers included both and 
volunteers, men from the north, the south, 
the east, and the west; men from Penn- 
syivania and from Tennessee no less than 
men from the Rocky mountains and the 
Pacific slope — and to all alike we give 
honor, for they acted as Amerioan soldiers 
should. Cruelties were committed here and 
there. The fact that they were commit- 
ted under well nigh intolerable provocation 
affords mo excuse for such cruelties, nor 
cam we admit as justification that they 
were retaliatory in kind. Every effort has 
been made to detect and punish the wrong 
doers’ and the wrongdoing itself has been 
completely stopped. But these misdeeds 
were exceptional, and their occurrence in 
no wise alters the fact that the American 
army in the Philippines showed as a whole 
not only splendid soldierly qualities but a 
high order of humanity in dealing with their 
foes. 


_Soldiers and Men Not Perfect. 
“A hundred thousand of our troops went to 
the Philippines. Among them were some 
who offended against the right. Well, are 
we altogether immaculate at home? I think 
not. I ask for no special consideration to be 
shown our friends and kinemen, our sons and 
brothers, who during three years so well up- 
held the national honor in the Philippines. 
I ask merely that we do the same equal 
justice to the soldier who went abroad and 
faced death and lived hard as we show to his 
fellow who staid at home and lived easily 
and in comfort; and if we show that equal 
justice we will doff our hats to the man who 
has put the whole country under obligations 
by the victory he helped to win in the Phillp- 


Army’s Work for Peace. 

_ “ But the soldier's work as a soldier was 
not the larger part of what he did. When 
once the outbreak was over in any place, 
then began the work of establishing civil ad- 
ministration. Here, too, the soldier did his 
part, for the work of preparing for the civil 
authority was often done by the officers and 
men of the regular army and well done, too.

From All Parts of England 
Comes News of Distress 
Among the Destitute. 


Hundreds of Idle Men Compete 
for Every ‘Vacant Place 
in Berlin.

DARK LOOK IN GERMANY. | 


NEW LIFE SAVING UNSINKABLE BOAT 
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TESTED IN THE ENGLISH CHANNEL TUESDAY. 
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The life saving, globular shaped vessel invented by Capt: Donyig, a Norwegian, was 
tested successfully on Tuesday in the English channel while a stiff gale was raging. 
The apparatus was placed in the same condition as it would be in case of shipwreck 
by being weighted with sand bags, which, with four men in the globe, made the weight 
equivalent to that of twenty men and thirty days’ provisions. The globe, when launched, 
showed no inclination to roll over, and even the biggest waves did not break over the 
craft. The vessel is only about eight feet in diameter, the means for obtaining air, even 
when sealed down, being mgenious and practical. The craft can carry thirty days’ 
provisions, and has a flat double bottom inside, divided into four tanks, which contain 
fresh water. The water acts as ballast, and, as it is consumed, can be replaced by sea 
water by means of a pump. It is entered by two water ‘tight manholes, and, owing to its 
construction, cannot be drawn down by a sinking ship, as is the case with boats, and is

To Check the Radicals. 

This startling outlook finds published vert- 
fication in the Weiner Allegemeine Zeitung, 
which says that the foregoing action is prob- 
ably on account of King Alexander's deter- 
mination to check the designs of the anti- 
dynastic radicals. The resignation of the 
late cabinet occurred on Tuesday last in con- 
sequence of a vote in the skuptshina, which 
was construed as indicating a lack of confi- 
dence in the government. Gen: Marovics re- 
ceived the king’s command today to form 
a ministry. The skuptshina wanted N. 
Pasios, a former. radical, as premier, but as 
he is a well known enemy of the Obrenovics 
dynasty, the king naturally did not select 
him. The nomination of Gen. Marovics was 
indirect opposition to the wishes of the 


skuptchina. 
Austria’s Friendship. 


It is declared on high authority that Servia 
is now making a bid for the friendship of 
Austria. Since the cZarina’s refusal to re- 
ceive Queen Draga and the more recent dis- 
play of friendship between the king of Rou- 
mania and Prince Ferdinando of Bulgaria, 
King Alexander finds himself uncomfortably 
isolated; hence his advanges to Austria.

WITHIN THELAW 


Opinion That Possible Leg- 
islation Is Limited. 


TARIFF A WIDER FIELD. 


New York Borrowing Money 
Abroad on Accounf of Pro- 
hibitive Home Rates. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. 

New York, Nov. 19.—[Special,}—Large m- 
terests here, banking and corporate, view the 
assembling of oongress and prospective 
trust legislation with considerable. equanim- 
ity. This is the striking feature of the great 
trust situation. 

The announcement that amendments to 
the Sherman anti-trust law are proposed is 
accepted as a necessary effort on the part of 
the administration to do something to satisfy 
the popular demand for the restraint of 
trusts. The people who have millions in big 
corporations would not feel so comfortable 
over the legislative outlook were it not for 
their reliance on the opinions of trust law- 
yers that congress cannot seriously interfere 
with the conduct of the business of an inter- 
state corporation as the federal statutes now 
stand. 

Nothing short of an amendment to the con- 
situation, they claim, will permit congress 
to enact laws covering these points, and an 
amendment to the constitution is considered 
improbable by people here. 


Qudéstion Powers of Congress. 

Regulation of trusts by congressional en- 
actment, it is believed, would nullify the 
powers exercised by states over corporations 
which they license. To propose an amend- 
ment to the constitution which would give 
congress the power to do what-the states 
now do is regarded as a proposition involv- 
ing such an invasion of the doctrine of state 
rights that enough states would oppose it 
to prevent its adoption. 

Trusts per se are regarded by their makers 
here as an economic development along right 
lines. That there are abuses now ahd will 
continue to be is conceded. But the principle 
of a large corporation operating plants in 
different states is regarded merely as an evo- 
lution subject to the same and no more abuse 
than other human institutions. 

But, as indicated, reliance is not placed 
upon theories, but upon constitutional rights 
which have been passed upon by the United 
States Supreme court in trade cases brought 
before it. 

More publicity would not be objected to 
as a remedial feature. But as to legisiation, 
organic in character, with reference to the 
regulation of trusts, there is a feeling that 
nothing can be legally done. 


Tariff an Open Question. 

As to the tariff, opinions are based on 

cat other than legal. It is a matter merely 
of votes on the part of congress to alter or 
refrain from altering existing schedules. 
There is no question of its power to do 80. 
But even possible tariff changes have not 
as yet been considered seriously here. 

The industrial commission has summarized 
arguments pro and con against lower prices 
made abroad by manufacturers compared 
with prices obtaining at home.

CHAFFEE AND WU 

MEET BY CHANCE 

General and Chi- 
nese Statesman Exchange 
Greetings Here. 


GIVES HIS IDEA OF LOVE. 


Oriental Also Discusses Segrega- 
tion and Conditions Across 

| the Pacific. 

Two men whose fame is linked with the 
empire of China met yesterday in the Union 
station. The one was Gen. Adna R. Chaffee, 
who led the American forces in the interna- 
tional. army that marched against China’s 
capital; the other was Wu Ting Fang, the 
retiring Chinese minister to Washington. 

The American has just returned from the 
orient, where he was in two wars, while the 
Chinaman is returning home after long ser- 
vice abroad to be elevated to the position of 
minister of commerce. 3 

Chaffee and party were standing on 
the rear platform of their special car, which 
was about to leave the Union station, when 
Minister Wu and his suite arrived, à quarter 
of an hour late, at 3:05 o’ clock: 

The American soldier was pointed out to 
Minister Wu, Who stepped across the plat- 
form and bowed profoundly, Gen. Chaffee 
returning the salute. 


"Wu's Praise for Chaffee. 
The general is a great man,” remarked 
Minister Wu, “I admire him exceedingly. 
I am Slad to have seen him. Zo that was 
Chaffee—the great Chaffee?’ 

Minister Wu then transacted some busi- 
ness of his new office, when he met a repre- 
sentative of the American hemp interests in 
the station, and discussed the exportation 
of the Chinese product. He was then driven 
at once to Hip Lung’s store at 323 South 
Clark street, accompanied by Lim Lett, who 
met him at the station as representative 
ot the Chicago Chinese colony; his two sec- 
retaries, Ou Sho-tchun and Yung Kwai, his

My policy as minister of commerce shall 
de to encourage, promote, and develop com- 
merce, he said. I have made a cdreful 
study of American commerce and shall make 
China benefit from my observations.“ 

Asked if he would subsidize the Chinese 
ships, Mr. Wu said: 

The ship subsidy question is an interest- 
ing one, and my mind is open to its ample 
consideration. But We need not actually 
subsidize the Chinese ships. That is, we 
need not pay for them in the form of money, 
as we can grant some special commercial 
privileges and subsidize them in that way. 
I think that is the plan I ehall carry out.“ 

Mr. Wu voluntarily discussed love when 
he had dismissed the great commercial ques- 
tion, 

Gives Analysis of Love. 

Love is blind,“ he said, “ and I think that 
to bring about a happy marriage a man and 
woman must know each other thoroughly 
before they are married. Coeducation 
brings this result. It is a good thing. 

“A little while ago I favored segregation, 
but I have changed my mind. My mind is 
always ready to change when convinced that' 
it Was wrong. 

Love is blind, but it is awakened by the 
things the men and women see in each oth- 
er’s nature during their college careers. 
They are no longer blind after they see each 
other in college. The same is true in busi- 

Minister Wu wanted to know how his 
friends, the Armours, were.

China a Land of Peace. 

Speaking of conditions in China, Minister 
Wu said that everything was peaceful. He 
discredited the statement that the foreign- 
ers had been ordered to get out of the coun- 
try, and refused to discuss the Russian oc- 
cupation of Manchuria other than to say: 
“JT think it does not mean anything serious.“ 

Minister Wu and his party left for San 
Francisco at 8 o’clock and will sail for Naga- 
_gaki,/ Japan, on Nov. 25. 

Just before departing Mr. Wu smiled and 
referred to rumors that he has been dis- 
credited by his countrymen. 

„They even say that I am to lose my head.“ 
he remarked. That is funny—O, so funny!“

VOLCANO DAMAGE GREAT 


REFUGEES FROM GUATEMALA SAY 
WIDE AREA IS RUINED. 


Country Around Santa Maria Covered 
with Ashes and Debris to a Depth in 
Some Places of Seven Feet—Coffee 

‘Plantations Laid Waste and Per- 

sons Who Survived in Peril of Star- 
vation—Gen. Barillos Declared to 
Be Safe. 


San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 1.—The first 
refugees from the devastated lands of Guate- 
mala arrived today on the steamer City 
of Para. They came from the inland, and 
traveled over a country laid waste by sand, 
ashes, and pumice before reaching a railway 
station. They made the journey by rail to 
Champerico, -and there took the steamer 
to San Francisco. They sailed on Nov. 7, 
when the volcano was still smoking and 
rumbling. They escaped to the seaside with 
little more than the clothing they wore. 

The refugeés confirm stories of loss of life. 
They say that the victims, for the most 
part, are Indians. They had not heard of 
any white people- being lost. Miles of plan- 
tations are under ashes, and absolute ruin 
Gen. Barillos 


is sake. | 
Story of a Refugee. 
Ferdinand Bardwell, one refugee, in telling 
his story of the eruption, said: “‘A great col- 
umn of smoke and fire rose seemingly to the 
peak of Santa Maria. That wason the night 
of Oct. 24. All that night the earth shock 
in almost constant vibration. Ashes like 
coarse sand fell in a heavy shower that con- 
tinued for several hours, and then the ashes 


became lighter and drifted about in clouds 


of light dust. Breathing was difficult, but 
the atmosphere was so hot that it seemed as 
though the skin would be peeled from a per- 
son's body. 

We were on the side of the volcano least 
exposed to the fury of the eruption, and 
fully thirty miles away from the mountain, 
yet our place is ruined beyond all hope of re- 


covery, 


At Champerico, while waiting for the, 
boat, we met several planters from the vicin- 
ity of Costa Cuca, Palma, Reforma, and 
Xolhuits, where the destruction was much 
more severe than on our side of the moun- 
tain. They said that the destruction to their 
property there was complete, and that from 
3,000 to 4,000 of the natives and employés of 
the planters had perished. One of these 


‘refugees said that on his way out he counted 


seventy natives lying half buried under 
stones and ashes from the volcano. 

The country about these ruined planta- 
tions was thickly settled, and in some of the 
more densely populated districts there were 
villages in which thousands of natives lived. 

Many refugees who were fleeing from the 
scene of destruction have been killed by the 
bands of robbers who now infest every trail. 
The food they carried is what particularly 


‘excited the cupidity of the robbers.”’ 


The refugees state that it is not the crater 
of Santa Maria that is in action, but a 
smaller mountain rising from one of the 
western slopes of Santa Maria, called El 
Rosalo. 

The refugees owned the Magnolia planta- 
tion near L’Argentine, and about thirty 
miles south of Quezaltenango. 

Signs Along the Coast. 

The steamer City of Peru met evidences 
of the volcanic eruption soon after leaving 
Ocos. Great quantities of pumice were 
found floating on the water, and some of 
the pieces were the size of a man's head. 
The coast of Guatemala was covered with a 
light ash. At Champerico there was about 
half an inch of ash over the roofs of the 
houses. Ashes were then falling, although 
it was sixteen days after the first eruption 
of the mountain. 

Word had been received from Mazatenango 
that on Friday, Oct. 24, Santa Maria opened 
a crater on the west side, near its base, and 
not far from Helvetia. On Saturday morn- 
ing several more craters In the neighbor- 
hood of the mountain had opened, and were 
all spouting voicanic débris over the planta- 
tions of the district. These fresh craters 
were farther to the west, and for over 
twenty-four hours they were in constant 
eruption. 

All the territory about Palmer, San Felipa, 
Pueblo, Nuevo, arid Retaiquien was buried 
under ashes. Many of the plantations were 
buried under from five to seven feet of 
débris. 

At Mazatenango hundreds of refugees 
were collecting there. 

At Champerico an estitrhte of the loss to 
the coffee crop places it at 400,000 quintals.

SEGREGATION TO BE APPLIED 
Ar BEGINNING OF NEW YEAR. 


Announced at the University of Chicago 
That Plan Will Be Adopted After 
Christmas Vacation. 


Segregation is to be inaugurated at the 

University of Chicago with the beginning of 
the new year, just after the Christmas va- 
cation. The first official announcement of 
the exact date was made yesterday by Prof. 
Harry P. Judson, dean of the graduate 
schools. 
As Dr. Harper has said, the application of 
the idea is to be gradual. In each of the 
junior college courses, for which thirty or 
more students register, the class will be di- 
vided on the basis of sex. Thirty is the 
limit set by the university authorities for 
the number of students in any class, and in 
consequence many of the required courses 
always have to be taught in two or more 
sections. When segregation is introduced 
into these courses 60 per cent of the junior 
college classes will be affected. 

Courses in English, French, German, his- 
tory, and mathematics will be the first in 
which the plan of separate instruction will 
be tried. Courses in Greek and some others 
for which the registration is light will not 
be changed. ©€vehtually the segregated 
classes will be conducted im different build- 


ings. 


WOMAN is KILLED BY, TRAIN. 


Steps from One Track to Avoid a Freight 
and Is Struck by Passenger 
Locomotive. 


While walking on the Chicago and Eastern

Minneapolis, Minn., Nov. 19.—Following | 
the death of Mrs. Gertrude Young today 
after a fast of forty days, Coroner Williams 
decided to bring to the attention of the 
county attorney, with a view of prosecu- 
tion, a cult which has latterly gained a num- 
ber of converts in Minneapolis and the chief 
theory of which is that cures for many ilis 
lye in total abstention from food. 

Dr. Linda Ruesfield Perry, who admits 
she has no license to practice medicine, n- 
troduced the fad here. Muck publicity has 
atfached recently to cures reported to have 
been effected by her by directing the fasts 
of patients extending over periods ranging 
from twenty-five to thirty-five days. 

Mrs. Young, 41 years old and weighing 185 
pounds, was finally induced to try the treat- 
ment. She fasted forty days and then died. 
The body weighed 106 pounds. A post mor- 
tem examination revealed that death waa 
due to starvation. 

Dr. Perry attributes Mrs. Young's death to 
an abnormal condition of the heart. Dis- 
cussing her right to practice, she said: ‘I 
have no license to kill.“ 


W. B. CONKEY FIGURES IN 
RUMOR OF AN INDICTMENT. 


Report from Hammond That the Lake 
County Grand Jury May Charge Him 
with Importing Armed Guards. 


The trouble in the W. B. Conkey plant at 
Hammond, Ind., was rehearsed before the 
Lake country grand jury yesterday, and last 
night there was a rumor that Mr. Conkey 
would be made the subject of an indictment 
charging that he has violated the Indiana 
law which prohibits the importation of 
armed guards to protect private property. 
The strikers charge that detectives have 
been sent from Chicago to guard the print- 
ing plant, but this is denied by Mr. Conkey 
and his business associates. 

D. Young, said to be a Conkey detective, 
was placed under arrest during the day, 
charged with complicity fn the shooting of 
Arthur Rusch, one of the boy Strikers J. 
McCarroll and O. Gauch, foremen in the 
plant, were placed under bond not to carry 
concealed weapons. It was reported, too, 
that five private detectives in the employ of 
the printing house were sent back to Chicago 
last evening as soon as it became known that 
the grand jury was investigeting the matter. 

At his residence in Chicago last night Mr. 
Conkey said he knew nothing of the grand 
jury's investigation. 

“There has been some troubl in Ham- 
mond. he said, but it all has been caused 
by the few strikers and the Chicago labor egi- 
tators. We have hired no detectives, and the 
only guards who have been on watch have 
been special policemen who were employed 
by the city of Hammond. I do not expect the 
grand jury to take any action in the matter.

ON WICKERSHAM 


Alleged Embezzlement 
Are Discovered. 


CREDITORS MEET TODAY. 


Defendant Appears in Court and 
Gets Postponement Till 
Next Wednesday.

Many new facts came out yesterday in the 
ease wherein Herman B. Wickersham, for- 
mer president of the Lincoln park board 
and of the Marquette club, is charged with, 
embezzlement by Justice Q. J. Chott. Ar- 
rangements were made for the presentation 
of all the evidence obtainable to State's At- 
torney Deneen today. 

The creditors of Mr. Wickersham will méet 
today at the office of the accused attornéy, 
90 La Salle street, and present all their 
claims, with the evidence they have that 
fraud has been committed. 

Representatives of thirty-six creditors held 
a meeting yesterday and determined to take 
steps to prosecute Mr. Wickersham unless 
their claims were adjusted. Mr.Wickersham 
wes represented by his brother, George 
Wickersham of Laporte, Ind. At the con- 
ciusion of the meeting it was stated that 
a proposition had been made to the attorneys 
for the creditors looking toward a settlement 
of part of their claims. Claims aggregating 
$41,000 were reported to the attorneys.

“ Apparently Wickersham had money from 
Mr. Chott, he said, “ and also had funds 
from other administrators of estates. The 
matter does not concern this court directly 
and no notice of the transactions has heen 
brought to me officially. The administrators 
are responsible, under their bonds, for the 
funds in their hands, and the losses, if any, 
2 fall on them and not on the estates. 

Mr. Chott's case he said he expected to 
make good the sum he had intrusted to 
Wickersham out of his own pocket, and I 
cannot blame him for bringing eriminal ac- 
tion.

Judge Chetlain Expects to Pay. 

Judge Arthur Chetlain said last evening 
that he expected to have to pay $1,400 as 
the result of Mr. Wickersham’s failure to 
administer properly the affairs committed 
to his care. 

“I had the utmost confidence in the hon- 
esty of Mr. Wickersham,” said Judge Chet- 
lain. “ When I was elected judge I turned 
over many of my clients to him, and now 
several of those clients are among the 
creditors who hold claims against him. 1 
was appointed guardian in two cases, and 
permitted Mr. Wicketsham to administer 
the financial part of them, as I believed 
he would protect the interests of my wards 
as well as my own. Now I will have to make 
up whatever shortage there may be, as, of 
course, I do not intend to permit those im 
posing trust in me to suffer.“ | 

Wickersham in Justice Court. 

Mr. Wickersham appeared before Justice 
O'Donoghue at the West Chicago avenue 
police station to answer to the charge of 
embezziement. He was accompanied by his 
friend, Lloyd J. Smith, who kept guard over 
him and cautioned him not to talk every 
time he opened his mouth to respond to a 
question. Mr. Wickersham requested that 
the case be continued one week to give him 
time to prepare. Justice Chott agreed to 
the continuance and the case was set for 
hearing next Wednesday, Nov. 26. 

Mr. Wickersham requested the court fo 
release him on his own recognizance, saying 
that agreement had been made with Justice 
Chott, the complainant. 

I made no such agreement,” interrupted 
Justice Chott, and do not want this man 
released unless it be on a first class bond 

Justice O'Donoghue ordered Detective 
John Hanley to take charge of Mr. Wicker- 
sham and hold bim until he gave satisfac- 
tory bend. He was kept in the main office of 
the West Chicago avenue station until 12 
o'clock, when F. H. Joyce, a west side bus 
ness man, who had signed the bond on Tues- 
cay, agreed to guarantee the presence of the 
prisoner next week when his case is called 
for trial. His bond was set for $2,500. 

Justice Chott took steps in the afternoon 
to piace the facts before the grand jury. 
Accompanied by his attorney, Joseph 
Kohout, he called upon Assistant State's 
Attorney Blair and related ali the cireuwms 
tandes to him. They went over the cise 
together, and then referred it to Mr, Denen 
who listened to what they had to say. When 
the cenference had conciuded, Mr. Denen 
advised Justice Chott to gather all the er. 
dence he could and prepare to present it 
to the grand jury. As Mr. Chott must send to 
Indianapolis to get from the grand lodge 
there receipts for the inheritance of the 
Sladek child, the evidence will not be ready 
tor the grand jury for two or three days.

A Visit to Sweden. : 

This is the home of honest men.“ It fein 
this phrase that Burton Holmes declared last 
night that he would sum up in a single sen- 
tence his impressions of the Scandinavians— 
a people whose uprightness is in striking 
contrast to the underhandedness of the ma- 
jority of the nations the traveler encounters 
on his journeyings about the world. Itis an 
uprightness that blesses not only those who 
call it theirs but betters those who contact 
it, for, the imhabitant being honest, the trav- 
eler is ashamed to be less so, and thus both 
are benefited. . 

Mr. Holmes made an unexpected hit with 
one of his motion pictures last evening. It 
is not often that an audience at his lectures 
insists on an encore—it frequently would like 
to, but the repetition of ah illustration seems 
almost impossible, and the spectators usu- 
ally content themselves with a hearty round 
of applause. But last night a motion picture 
was shown that was so supremely funny 
that the hand clapping would not cease until 
the film had been unrolled a second time, and 
as this was done backwards a third showing 
in order to get the picture rolled ready for 
use again became necessary. 

The picture was of the descent of a steam 
canalboat down the locks of one of the canals 
in Norway. As the actual descent required 
nearly a half hour for accomplishment, Mr. 
Holmes hit upon the idea of taking only one 
photograph a second instead of the usual 
eighteen or twenty in that time. The film 
thus secured pictured the descent of the 
canal boat and the actions of its crew and 
passengers all right, but instead of their 
every motion being registered only their mo- 
tions and pictures at each successive second 
were obtained. 

The film was shown, however, at the speed 
customary when the rapid exposure has been 
used, and the result was that the. boat and 
the people moved with a rapidity and an er- 
raticness across the screen that was irresist- 
ibly funny. The picture was the hit of the 
course, and it is not at all improbable that 
next season will see several similar views 
among those Mr. Holmes brings back from 
his wanderings. 

Beginning with Stockholm, the lecturer 
of the beauties and charms of that attractive 
city of the countless lakes and waterways 
described its royal palace and opera house, 
gave a glimpse of the palace guards march- 
ing past at noon, touched on the history 
of three of Scandinavia’s greatest kings, 
and pointed out the conveniences of living 
in a city where there is a telephone for every 
five inhabitants.

BASEBALL LEAGUES AT PEACE. 


Minor Organizations Bury the Hatchet 
and Sign a New National 


Agreement. 


The minor league magnates closed their 
four days’ session at the Auditorium yester- 
day afternoon by signing a treaty of peace 
which will, it is confidently expected, énd the 
war of last year and put the national asso- 
ciation of minor leagues on a firm foundation 
for years to come. 

A satisfactory compromise was reached 
shortly after the magnates got together yes- 
terday along the lines already announced, 
and the remainder of the day was spent in 
drawing up an agreement which was made 
as strong as two lawyers could draft it, and 
was signed by all parties interested. In 
addition, the American association and West- 
tern league, the parties to the treaty who 
are most directly interested in the preserva- 
tlon of peace and amity, deposited a bond 
of $5,000 each to guarantee their good faith 
and the strict observance of the agreement 
against further fighting. 

By the terms of the compact the American 
association becomes a member of the minor 
league association in full standing, making 
that organization now include all the base- 
ball interests of the country not included 
in the two big leagues, with the far away 
exception of the California league. The 
original proposition of P. T. Powers is 
adopted with only slight changes. 

The American association and Western 
league retain their circuits and teams of 
1902 intact, and will let the survival of the 
fittest decide which league shall eventually 
occupy the disputed territory of Kansas 
City and Milwaukee. The vexing question 
of players was amicably settled by permit- 
ting all contracts made prior to Oct. 29 last 
to stand, except in the case of players taken 
from the Western league by the American 
association since the close of the season 
and those taken from the Hickey league by 
the western. In other words, the reserve 
rule holds good as far as the Western league 
is concerned, and all players taken from it 
will be returned. Any player belonging to 


other minor leagues which the American 
association had signed priar to Oct. 29 will

END OF FIVE DAY QUIZ. 


Minister Takes Stand Before 
Commission and Supports 
Claims of Strikers. 


Scranton, Pa., Nov. 19.—{Special.]—After 
four and a half days on the witness stand, 
John Mitchell, president of the united mine- 
workers, finished his testimony before the 
strike commission at noon. The day. was 
ene of gloominess among the union miners 
who thronged the courtroom. The commis- 
gion recognized the nonunion workers as par- 
ties in the case in spite of the protest of the 
miners’ lawyers, who declared the lawyers 
claiming to represent the nonunionists really 
represent the operators. 

Mitchel concluded his testimony dy resist- 
ing strongly the proposition, advanced as a 
suggestion, that the anthracite miners have 
an independent organization notin the united 
mineworkers. The insinuation of this propo- 
gition—the same that was advanced by Car- 
roll D. Wright in his report to the president 
on the strike early in June—catssed Mitchell 
to protest strongly, declaring such an idea 
impossible. He said the anthracite miners 
had failed as an independent union. 

The miners have a fear that the commission 
will recommend the segregation of the bi- 
tuminous and anthracite miners. Mitchell 
today declared on the stand that the findings 
of the commission would be respected by the 
miners, and that any man who would not 
obey its findings would be driven from the 
union. 

Mr. Mitchell was followed on the stand by 
the Rev. Peter Roberts of Mahonoy City, a 
student of sociology and mining and a Con- 
gregational minjster. He has written books 
on the subject. The minister's testimony 
favored the miners’ union. He declared the 
entrance of the union to the anthracite fields 
lessened the number of saloons, raised the 
standard of living among the foreigners, and 
otherwise bettered the conditions. 


Nonunion Men Gain Point. 

The nonunion men were made a party by 
their counsel agreeing to make public the 
names of the men who petitioned the commis- 
sion. When the attorneys for the “ non- 
striking workmen, as Chairman Gray des- 


_ agnated them, and who number about 2,000, 


- 


made a demand to the commission for a 20 
per cent increase in wages, with no reduction 
in hours, their attorneys desired to withhold 
the names of the perscns they represented. 
The commission, however, decided they could 
not be a party to such a pian of secrecy. 

Mr. Mitchell announced that he is also 
zepresenting thousands of nonunion men 
who struck with the unionists, and that all 
the workmen would abide by the award of 
the arbitrators or get out of the union.“ 


Mitchell Tells Effect of Demands. 


Mr. Mitchell, answering quéstions by W. 
W. Ross of the Lackawanna, said that an 
increase in wages without adopting the 
weighing system would not meet the de- 
mands of the miners. An eight hour day 
would increase the annual income of the 
men. 

Mr. Ross tried to show that the operators 
have been unable to employ men until they 
have joined the union. 


Impossible to Have Two Unions. 

Mr. Mitchell was next cross éxamined by 
Simion P. Wolverton, counsel! or the Reading. 
Mr. Mitchell said it would be impossible for 
him to give in detail the conditions at each 
mine. He also declared that it would neither 
be possible nor desirable to divide the united 
mineworkers in two separate organiza- 
tions, one bituminous and the other anthra- 
cite. 
“The anthracite miners,’ he said, Have 
had independent and separate organizations 
in the past. They have had several of them. 
They have gone. They do not want any more 
of their organizations to go the same way. 

James H. Torrey of Scranton, representing 
the Delaware and Hudson company, followed 


with a number of inquiries on the subject of. , endeavoring to bring the two 


the riot at Shenandoah. Mr. Mitchell was 
emphatic in saying that the reports sent out 
were grosely exaggerated, and that but one 
life was lost.

Mr. Mitchell, in reply to Mf. Burns, said 
that when a man strikes he does not volun- 
tarily give up his job, but he strikes for an 
improvement in the condition of his job. If 
he wins he gets back the position; if he loses 
he goes back with his hat in his hand and 
asks for a job. Judge Gray interrupted to 
explain the understanding of the commis- 
sion with respect to the returning to work 
of men who had been on strike. He said: 

1 think the understanding is that, pend- 
ing the consideration of the questions by 
this commission, the strikers were to return 
immediately to work, and I think the further 
understanding—don’t let me be misunder- 
stood—is that the nonunion men should not 
be interfered with nor displaced from em- 
ployment generally by the return of the 
union men.” 

Mr. Burns was examining the witness re- 
garding unlawful acts committed during the 
strike, and had asked Mr. Mitchell if he ap- 
proved of them, when Judge Gray stopped 
him and said that nothing could be gained 
by asking the question, because the com- 
mission had a moral sense of its own, which 
he presumed agreed with the moral sense of 

the community and society. 


Miners Must Obey Decision. 

Mr. Mitchell declared with emphasis that 
the miners will carry out to the letter the 
decision of the commission, or go out of 
our union.’’ | 

Judge Gray then announced the commis- 
sion had decided to allow John T. Lenahan 
and John T. O’Brien, attorneys for the non- 
union men, to appear in the case. Mr. Dar- 
row insisted that Lenahan and O’Brien real- 
ly represented the operators and not the non- 
union men. 

“ Whether they be here in that way or 
not.“ Judge Gray quickly replied, *‘ they rep- 
resent an important element in the investi- 
gation, men who work for their living, and 
who are interested in the findings of this 
commission. We have considered that care- 
. fully. from all sides. 

He then directed the atterition of counsel 
for the independent coal operators that the 
answers to Mr. Mitchell's demands had not 
been signed. This, it was asserted, was an 
eversight, which would be corrected. 


Points Remedy for Child Labor. 

Responding to a request from Commission- 
er Watkins for a suggestion as to what should 
be done in the matter of child labor, Mr. 
Mitchell said that a law should be enacted 
providing that after a certain time children 
under 14 years of age should not be em- 
ployed in the breakers. The only way now 
that the operators could prevent the evil 
would be to refuse to émploy children until 
they are 14 years old. It frequently hap- 
pened, he said, that parents swore falsely re- 
garding the ages of children. 


Minister Aids Miners’ Cause. 
The Rev. eter Roberts, D. D., of Mahanoy 
City then took the stand. 
In the course of his examination by Mr. 
Darrow, Mr. Roberts furnished etatitics 
showing that the anthracite fields covered 
480 square miles. Out of a total population 
of 650,000 he said 450,000 were directly de- 
pendent on the mines.

UNITED UNIONS IN A CRUSADE. 


Machinists and Metal Workers Begin a 
Campaign for General Rec- 
ognition. 


Following the treaty of peace between the 
machinists’ and the metal workers’ unions 
a crusade is being conducted all over the 
city to bring about union conditions and 
union recognition. Either side can call a 
strike now without danger of opposition by 
the other organization, and, with the back- 
ing of the metal workers the machinists are 
making another attack on their old foe, the 
Amalgamated Society of Engineers. 

The strike which tied up the Vulcan iron 
works was caused by the refusal of tht com- 
pany to discharge three members of the 
amalgamated society. Members of the 
amalgamated society have taken the places 
of the strikers, but the blacksmiths and 
teamsters struck in sympathy, so the com- 
pany is not entirely out of trouble. 

A conference will be held tomorrow morn- 
ing between the officers of the street car 
men's union and President Roach regarding 
the wages of the barn and shop men, a mat- 
ter which was not settled by the arbitration 
board. About 250 men are interested in the 
advance which has been asked. 


JOIN AGAINST TOBACCO TRUST. 


ent Manufacturers to Work 
Together. 


An agreement between the independent 
manufacturers of cigars and tobacco and the 
unions of their employés, similar to the ar- 
rangements now existing between the team- 
sters and the team owners, is predicted by 
leaders in the movement against the trust.

The evidence to back up his 
charges that President Gompers has been 
guilty of infidelity to unionism, he says, is 
all in the east, and the committee would not 
allow him time to dend for it. On chis ac- 
count he made a spectacie of himself, stam- 
mering out his charges and voicing but half 
of those in the circular he sent to the union 
Sept. 21, 1901. 

President Gompers has held the whip 
hand. All the testimony necessary to clear 
himself he has in printed form, having in 
his possession a copy of the American Fed- 
erationist, the magazine of the federation, 
in which the full controversy is printed. 
President Gompers hag been lenient: with 
his opponent and the committee has fol-

Attack on Universities, 

One of the features of the day was the 
attack on the universities—especially on 
Harvard. A resolution condemning the re- 
cent reported utterances of President Eliot 
of Harvard college in favor of nonunion 
workingmen was reported upon favorably 
by the committee, and its action was in- 
dorsed by the convention. 

The first paragraph of the resolution as 
originally introduced commenced, ‘““Whereas, 
the head of the foremost American universi-. 
ty, President Charles W. Eliot of Harvard.“ 
Secretary Agard called attention of the con- 
vention to the word “foremost,” saying 
that the committe? had changed the word 
to “prominent,” as the members of the 
resolutions committee did not believe that an 
institution which uld/ retain at its head 
a man capable of such expressions ae those 
represented of Presiderit Eliot could by any 
possibility be the ‘‘ foremost ”’ unlversity of 
the country. Delegate Joseph B. Allen of 
Philadelphia desired that the word be, 
changed to the head of one of the de- 
generate universities.“ 

Delegate Lighthall of Chicago declared that 
President Harper of Chicago university and 
John D. Rockefeller, the founder of the in- 
stitution, were both opposed to the union 
movement, and that they were trying to se- 
cure control of the public schools in that 
city, and that the laboring men were en- 
deavoring to counteract the movement by 
organizing the teachers into unions. 


Carpenters’ Fights Are Decided. 


The case of the Brotherhood of Carpenters 
and Joinefs and the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion of Carpenters, one of the quarrels great- 
ly deplored by President Gompers in his open- 
ing speech, was taken up. Shortly after it 
Was settled the brotherhood’s quarrel with 
the woodworkers came up. The convention 
decided after three hours’ haggling that the 
Amalgamated Association of Carpenters and 
the@united brotherhood should unite. Ac- 
cording to an order of the federation they are 
each to appoint a committee of fivé, this to 
select an eleventh man, and all to settle up 
differences by March 1, 1903. 

The brotherhood lost its fight with the 
‘woodworkers, who were sustained in their 
contention that woodworking is a separate 
trade. The convention decided that the two 
bodies should appoint committees to meet and 
settle all the existing differences. The find- 
ing of these committees is to be binding on 
both parties.

EXPERT TESTIMONY. 

The question of expert testimony, which 
has been discussed of late quite often in con- 
nection with the Molineux and other con- 
spicuous cases in New York, has come up 
again in a will case at Tarrytown in that 
state in such a manner that it now looks as 
if the courts may establish some limitations 
as to the use of that kind of testimony. 

The case in question was the disputed will 

of Robert B. Hopkins, The testator died 

in 1901, and had made his will in 1891. 
When opened it was found that fourteen 

. nearly perpendicular marks had been drawn 
through the signature, thus canceling it. 
The question arose whether Mr. Hopkins 
Rad drawn the lines with the purpose of re- 
Voking the will or whether they had been 
Ara wn by another hand. Carvalho, a hand- 
Writing expert who has figured in several 
conspicuous cases, unhesitatingly said that 
the lines Were not made by the same hand 
that wrote the signature. The court, in its 
opinion, called attention to the question of 
expert testimony in a pointed manner. He 
conceded the usefulness of testimony as to 
handwriting, and that, within reasonable 
botinds, it should be encouraged. The gen- 

4 eral rule admitting proofs of handwriting by 
comparison with other writings of that per- 

son was indorsed, because experts, by study- 

ing -characteristics as they appear in the 
writings of the person, may be able to deter- 
mine with some degree of accuracy as to 
whether a writing sought to be proved con- 
tains any of the characteristics of that which 

be has examined. and studied. When, 
however, it comes fo the assertion that an 
expert can pronounce definitely whether 
straight lines contain the characteristics of 
certain person's writing, the court is of 
epinion that “the time has come in which 

a limitation should be placed upon this class 

of evidence.” 

‘This seems to be goof sense as well as 

good law. The identification of handwriting 

has not yet come to be such an exact science 

that experts can identify the authorship of 

straight lines. As a matter of fact, judged 

by the wide and positive divergence in the 

testimony of experts, usually depending 

upon which side they are engaged, it 

would seem that tlre science of judging chi- 

5 rography itself is not yet so exact as always 

to be reliable. The experts in this particular 
line claim too much. 


SMOKELESS LOCOMOTIVES. 

Mr. Watts; the superintendent of motive 
power and rolling stock on the New York 
Central railroad and president of the Amer- 
fean Railway Master Mechanics’ associa- 
tion, at the last annual meeting of that 
erganization spoke in. terms of the highest 
praise of a smoke consuming device for 
Jocomotives. The practical value of his in- 
@orsement cannot be disputed, as it is based 

several months’ experience with the 

of this smoke consumer upon locomotives 
Minder his charge. The result has been 80 
patisfactory that the device has been adopted 
for all new equipment, and ten sets a month 
have been ordered for old engines. | 

In a letter to the Engineering News Mr. 
jWatts gives some details of the working 
ef the new smoke consumer. Hesays:“ Its 
indirect advantages are a reduction of the 
work of the fireman, a decrease in the 
Amount of sparks thrown from the stack, 
and decreased fouling in the tubes. The 
ö @irect advantages are the consumption of 
oke and the saving in fuel. One series 
" of teste showed a saving of 20 per cent. 

‘Another, and perhaps a more trustworthy 
test, showed a saving of 14 percent.” There 
is another and a most important advantage 
which Mr. Watts doesnot mention. The de- 
grease in the amount of sparks thrown from 
the stack proportionately diminishes the 
danger of fires, especially in grain fields 
and woods, for the locomotive is a frequent 
incendiary and a most dangerons one, as 
hitherto there has been no trustworthy way 
of preventing its sparks from setting fires 
in out of the way places. 

Directly and indirectly this new device 
ig of the greatest importance to fhe public 
as well as to the railroads. It is conceded 
after satisfactory experiments that it will 
gonsume smoke and save labor, fuel, and 
@xpense, and it can be applied to any loco- 
‘motive. This being the case, why do not 
ther roads adopt it? Why do not the 
numerous roads entering Chicago adopt it? 
Te engines on moving trains and the en-

smoke nuisances. Here is a practical rail- 
road man on one of the most important 
roads in this country who says his road is 
using a device which consumes smoke. Then 
why do not other roads use ar. | 


DEMAND FOR LEGISLATION. 

The members of the next general assem- 
bly will be asked to legislate on many sub- 
jects. If they pay attention only to the 
bills which may come from Cook county 
they will have their hands pretty full. It 
is not to be wondered at that this county 
with its large population and its manifold 
interests should ask for what seems to many 
country members a disproportionate amount 
of legislation. They complain often that 
‘Chicago would monopolize all the time of 
the general assembly if permitted to do 
so. The country members do not like to 
see their little bills, in which their con- 
stituents are much interested, shoved on one 
side to make room for city measures. Never- 
theless, legislation which Chicago needs and 
a majority of the delegation favors invari- 
ably gets through. There is no real unfriend- 
liness on the part of country members. 
Barly next year numerous Chicago 
leagues, associations, and private individu- 
als will be at Springfield to urge the passage 
of bills prepared by them which they will 
say in all sincerity are of supreme import- 
ance. Some of the measures will be high- 
ly meritorious. Others, though it will not 
seem so to their authors, will be of doubt- 
ful expediency or of such a nature that no 
harm will be done if they are put over for a 
few years. 
It will not be amiss for the framers of 
bills which have for their purpose the im- 
provement of conditions existing chiefly in 
this county or city to submit their measures. 
to the members of the Cook county delega- 
tion before the general assembly convenes. 
and obtain, if they can, the promise of a 
practically unanimous support. Legisla- 
tion for which the delegation will be a unit 
probably will go through with compara- 
tively little trouble. Legislation which it 
is opposed to or on which it is nearly equally 
divided will have a hard road to travel. 
Time will be saved by discussing Cook 
county bills with the Cook county members 
now instead of waiting until the calendars 
are gorged with bills whose friends are 
fighting to get precedence for them. 


THIRD PARTY MEN DISAPPEAR. 

In the house of representatives elected 
in 1888 there were only republicans and 
democrats. In 1890 eight Farmers’ Alliance 
members were elected. From that time to 
the present the two great parties have been 
unable to divide the membership of the house 
between them. ‘There have been members 
who called themsélves populists, fusionists, 
or silver republicans, but who, as a rule, 
have acted with the democrats. The elec 
tions of this month were disastrous to third 
party men. Not one was elected, and in 
the next house of representatives there will 
be but republicans and democrats. : 
The discontent among western and south- 
ern farmers, growing out of the low prices 
they got for their products, has died away. 
So has the free silver agitation, which was 
a result of that discontent. The belief so 
many people cherished, that a great third 
party, able to compete on equal terms with 
existing parties, eould be built up out of the 
producers om the farms and the producers 
in the workshops, has been dispelled. The 
two old parties are doing business at their 
old stands and will fight their political bat- 
tles on the old lines. Matters will be in a 
much healthier state than they were when 
new and unwholesome issues demoralized 
the democratic party temporarily and alien- 
ated many republicans—some of them per- 
manently—from their party. 
While the next congress will be made up 
exclusively of republicans and democrats 
that simple and satisfactory state of affairs 
will not endure forever. There will be 
times in the future, as there have been in 
the past, when groups of men, dissatisfied 
with the policies of the existing-parties and 
the refusal of either to adopt their theories, 
will set to work hopefully to get up a new 
political organization and will send repre- 
sentatives to state legislatures and to con- 
gress. Presumably, they will win only 
limited and temporary victories, and their 
party will melt away, as have other third 
parties. So long as party government lasts 
it is desirable that there should be only two 
parties and that the voters and the legisla- 
tive bodies they elect should not be split up 
into numerous groups or factions, 1 in 
France and Germany. | 


CHINESE IN HAWAII. 
Senator Burton of Kansas favors the ad- 
mission of Chinese labor into Hawaii. Ap- 
parently his colleagues ‘on the committee 
which went to investigate conditions in the 
Hawaiian islands agree with him that the 
admission of Chinese under proper restric- 
tions ig necessary to the welfare of the ter- 
ritory. The American sugar planters have 
been claiming that this was the case ever 
since the government of the Hawaiian re- 
publie restricted the importation of Chinese 
labor. At first Japanese were imported in 
such numbers that the males of that race be- 
came as numerous as the males of dll the 
other races in the islands, and the whites 


conquest by Japan. Portuguese -were 
brought in, but were hardly satisfactory. 
After the annexation of the little republic 
to the United States the contract labor laws 
stopped this traffic, and labor was brought 
from Porto Rico. The Porto Ricans were 
the poorest of all. The natives will not 
work. The Portuguese are going into trade 
and the price of Japanese labor has gone 
up so much that planting is no longer profit- 
able. According to the planters, the only 
relief left them is Chinese labor. 
Conditions in Hawaii differ greatly from 
those in the United States, or two sena tors 
from the Pacific slope — Foster and Mitch- 
ell—would never have come to the con- 
clusion they are said to have reached. The 
great argument against the admission of 
Chinese to this country ie that they will 
lower the standard of living wherever they 
come into competition with white labor. It 
is a sound argument. But in Hawaii and 
the Philippines there is no white labor for 
the Chinese to compete with. Thestandard 
of living of the Filipino is as low as or 
lower than that of the Chinese. So if con- 
gress can be convinced that the restricted 
admission of the Chinese to Hawaii will not 
tend to make it easier for them to evade 
exclusion laws enacted to keep them out of

The 200th birthday of St. Petersburg win 
be celebrated with great pomp, ceremony, 
and splendor, and I hear that the mayors of 
the principal cities of the United States, in- 
cluding Chicago, New York, St. Louis, Balti- 
more, Buffalo, Philadelphia, and New Or- 
leans, are to be invited by the mayor of St, 
Petersburg. 

Towards the end of next month another bi- 
centennial will be celebrated in Russia, not 
at St. Petersburg but at Moscow. It is the 
200th anniversary of the birth of the Russian 
press. In spite of the disadvantages under 
which the Russian newspapers labor and 
which render the journalistic profession in 
the dominions of the czar not only difficult 
but even dangerous, the bicentennial will be 
celebrated in an elaborate manner, not mere-

British Government Asked for 
Funds Needed to Buy Out 
the Landlords.

LONDON, Nov. 5.—Settlement of the Irish 
ud question, and that by an act of parlia- 
gent which shall allow the suffering ten- 
ants of the island to buy out their holdings 
fom the landlords, is the object on which 
te Irish nationalists in the house of com- 
ons and the leaders of all Ireland have 
gntered their fight. For the time the éssue 
of home rule is relegated to second place, for 
tts held that the solution ot the land trouble 
gan be but the forerunnet to securing much 
gf the local autonomy which Irishmen have 
deen vainly demanding of the British govern- 
went for seven long centuries. 


Land Question the Key. 

Why the land question is the key to the 
entire Irish trouble is ofttimes not fully un- 
derstood in America, where the channels of 
trade afford the means of livelihood to tens 
efmillions of citizens. | 

Nor, indeed, is it understood by the average 
Baglishman. But adverse legislation has 
erushed out manufacturing in Irelanéd—laws 
jevied scores of years ago by the government 
wih the avowed purpose of giving a death- 
plow to Irish manufactures and commerce 
when they had made such strides as to make 
deep inroads on the trade of England. 

As@ natural,result, the people were forced 
to fall back on the land, and of the 4,400,000 
inhabitants of Ireland today more than 
3,500,000 are absolutely dependent on the land 
gs their only source of existence. In Belfast 
one is there any sort of a manufactur- 
ing center which enables the worker to live 


tree of the land. 


People Crushed by Poverty. 

For this reason the land question is the 
burning problem in Ireland today as it has 
been for scores of years, and its solution, do 
such leaders as William O’Brien, John E. 
Redmond, and T. P. O’Connor assert, is the 
only means to end the suffering and crushing 
poverty of its people. Even with the present 
land holdings the Irish tenants are unable 
to keep food in their mouths, granted that 
famine does not sweep the land. 

With the harvest periods of each year an 
army of tenants invades England under con- 
tract to work at small wage on the English 
crops. By sleeping in barns and hayricks,. 
living on next to, nothing, and harboring 
every penny, these men manage sometimes 
to carry back to their cramped, boggy acres 
at home as much as 10, or $50, for their 
season's work, and this money goes to the 
landlord to meet the pressing rent bills and 
prevent eviction. Another source of small 
aid comes, too, from the United States—from 
those members of the family who have gone 
mere to work. 


Proposed Solution Is Startling. 

The plan by which this sweeping upheaval 
ehen conditions is sought..by the Irish 
Taders—and they follow only principles im- 
Mar to those which controlled under the 
leadership of Isaac Butt, Parnell, and Glad- 
stone—is startling to those who have given 
the problem little attention. It would seem 
at casual notice to exceed any of the most 
extravagant dreams ofa erpont Morgan. 

In short, it involves tha 


paying to the landlords hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars for their holdings and mak- 
ing the tenants the borrowers, allowing the 
latter to pay back this tremendous loan in 
annual installments at a substantial inter- 
est rate. 

Irish leaders believe that the sum of 
£100,000,000, or $500,000,000, would be ample 
working capital for this monster transfer 
of property. They urge their plans most. 
Plausibly and show that the sale is per- 
fectiy feasible. The only obstacle, they con- 
tend, is not any possible strain on the crown 
treasury nor any financial difficulty, but 
the neéd of a compulsory land law which 
Shall require landlords to dispose of their 
holdings at just and proper figures should 
the tenants desire_to buy. 


Purchase the Best 
Nor is the successful issue 
likely.

Despite this, landlords and tenants are 
coming more closely than ever to an under- 
standing. Recently conferences have been 
proposed in a number of sections. The result 
has been beyond expectations. 

Never in the history of Ireland have 
prospects been so favorable for gust land 
settlement,” said T. P. O connor. All that 
now stands in the way of an amicable agree- 
ment, under the form of proper legislation, 
is the question of a few hundred dollars in 
thepurchase price for each holding.“ 


Basis for Purchasing Act. 

The purchase price, as involved in sales al- 
ready made, has been determined by com- 
puting the total rental which would be paid 
for each holding at the present rate in from 
eighteen to twenty years. The average has 
been, however, on the basis of eighteen years. 
Landlords who are now opposing the pur- 
chase movement demand that the price shall 
be placed on the basis of thirty years’ rental. 
This is rejected by the Irish leaders as pre- 
posterous. So compromise is being talked 
with the result that an average of twenty- 
two years’ purchase may be determined 
upon. 

This, in brief, is the situation of the land 
problem for which both government offictals 
and Irish leaders look for a settlement with- 


‘fn a year or two. 


‘Landlords Tire of Agitation. 


There are several forces which have com- 
bined to bring the landlords to give some 


attention to the problem of conferences and 


possible settlements. One of these powers 
has been the constant agitation among ten- 
ants, especially in the dreadfully congested 


' districts of western Ireland. 


By the terms of the land act of 1881 every 
landiord*in Ireland and every tenant in 
Ireland is condemned by statute to go into 
court once every fifteen years to determine 
how much each of them shall get out of the 
land—what the rate of rent shall be. Here 
scores of conflicting points have arisen. The 
chief problem has been that where the land- 
lord has the property and the tenant makes 
the improvements, how is the added value 
to be divided? The landlord argues the in- 
herent capabilities of the soll and the tenant 
pleads the added values of his improvements. 

“The result has been,“ said William 
O’Brien, leader of the United Irish league, 
in discussing this problem, that the idle 
tenant, the man who has allowed his prop- 
erty to go to rack and ruin and who lives 
on the point of starvation, is the one who 
gets his rents reduced. There is no incen- 
tive to the industrious‘tenant. If he makes 
improvements and labors twenty hours of 
the day, why, up go his rents. In that way 
the law has been pernicious.” 


Lendocracy Practically Bankrupt. 

Then, too, a great percentage of the Irish 
landocracy is practically bankrupt. Those 
aristocratic families whose sole wealth is 
bound up in land holdings have their tracts 
weighted down with mortgages, which draw 
rates of interest ranging from 5 to 6 per cent. 
It is these landlords who have been most 
harsh on the tenants, grinding out every 
cent possible and refusing to sell because 
sale meant a sacrifice of their income. Ney 
have held out stubbornly, harshly, hoping 
that the future may bring better terms on 
which they can end the trouble and the war 


of the tenantry. It is this landowning class | 
which has called on the government to get | 


them out of the woods. 

“You got us into this by your laws and 
systems,’’ they assert in their demands of 
the crown; no gét us out.“ 


What Irishmen 


These are the conditions which attend the 
critical problem of Ireland today. That they 
can be surmounted and a proper solution 
reached is contended by the Irish leaders. 
For the benefit of readers of Tue TRIBUNE 
William O'Brien organizer of the United 
Irish league and the most spirited debater in 
the Irish rand on thé floor of the house 
of commons, has discussed the expectations 
of his countrymen. 

There must be a land purchase act,” said 
he, “and any purchase emabling act, to 
be effective, must contain a compulsory pro- 
vision. Without the latter Irish conditions 
will be no better off than they have been 
for years. For without compul@ory enact- 
ment, the very landlords who must dispose of 


ern Ir 


ieting acts. 

Further, the measure must provide for the 
breaking up of the extensive tracts now used 
for grazing purposes and allow the people to 
purchase these acres and thus increase their 
holdings so that they will be large enough 
to enable them to raise sufficient crops to 
support themselves. 


Grazing the Bane of Ireland. 


m These grazing tracts are the bane of Ire- 


land today. They are held by shopkeepers 
and tradesmen in the towns, and, on the 
edges, the bad land of bog and marsh is par- 
celed out to tenants in eight and ten acre 
plots. The owners reap their profit by loan- 
ing money to the unfortunate tenants, who 
cannot raise even enough on the boggy, 
scdden lands to keep themselves from star- 
vation, and exacting a high rate of interest. 
Some of these grazing tracts contain as 
much as 2,000 acres. All comprise good land 
from which the forefathers of the present 
wretched tenants were evicted years ago for 


failure to pay heavy rents. It is the bad, un- 


fruitful lande which have been let out to the 
poor tenants; the landlord sees that the good 
lands are kept for his own purposes. 


Tenants Need More Land. 

“Thus, there are two points which must 
be settled if relief is to come to Ireland. 
First, the landlords, who have nothing in 
common with the tenants and their hopes 
except to exact the highest possible rentals 
with no return, must be gotten rid of. Sec- 
ondly, larger holdings must be provided for 
tenants. 

In Ireland now there are 480,000 occupiers. 
Of this number 410,000 are holding at rents 
under $150 a year. Of this latter number at 
least 200,000 hold at rents of $50 a year or 
under. This means that they have only from 
eight to ten acres of bad, boggy land that 
yields nothing but misery. — 

„The situation, in short, is that on the 
bad lands the people are packed in with mis- 
ery and want on each side, while on the good 
lands there are no people—this soll is held 
by the graziers.”’ 

Government Funds Necessary. 

„The plan of purchase,” continued Mr. 
O’Brien, “follows that already adopted— 
that the government advance the money 
for purchase, leaving the tenant to stand 
in the position of borrower under obliga- 
tions to pay back the money in annual in- 
stallments. 

“There is, too, little difference between 
landlords and tenants as to the purch 
price. That difference can be done away 
with by government action if the govern- 
ment sees fit to be generous after all these 
years of oppression and tax extortion which 
have been spread on Ireland. Certainly, it 
is the duty of that government, which has 

so much misery, to repay the people 
of Ireland by doing some good to make 
amends for the black acts of the past. 

„ We believe that an eighteen years pur- 
chase should control—that is, that the ten- 
ants should pay, through the government, 
a purchase price equal to the total sum of 
what their rents would be for that period. 
The landlords talk of a thirty year pur- 
chase, but that is absurd. The more rea- 
sonable !andlords are not averse toa twenty- 
two year purchase. So, there is a difference 
of but four years in the way. That, we feel 
sure, will be removed.” 


Scheme Needs $500,000,000. 
“ But what is the valuation of the land? 
What would the total purchase price approx- 
te? was asked. 
wer That can be only approximated, for the 
landlords are not required to state their 
rentals. The problem can be figured on the 
basis of valuations, and I am certain the an- 
nual rentals would not show an annual total. 
of more than £6,500,000 ($32,500,000). So, to 


aliow for universal purchase, on an eighteen 
year basis, not more than £100,000,000 ($500, - 


000,000) would be needed. Already there ré-

“ Then annual payments would be made to 
the landlords in such sums as would be de- 
termined. In the meantime the tenant would 


payments at 8% per cent interest. 

“Thus, we are not asking the government 
to put up one cent. We are not asking that 
„Any strain whatever be placed on the treas- 
ury. In fact, England would make money 
by such a transaction, for the government 
can borrow money at & per cent and would 
receive returns of 3% per cent on these 
loans. There has not been one cent lost as 


($100,000,000) which has enabled 70,000 oc- 
cupiers to buy their holdings. There has 
been no default. There will be no loss if the 
plan is extended, for it means merely the 
same purchase on a greater scale.” . 


Tenants Anxious to Buy. 


“ But is there a universal desire among the 
tenants to buy?“ 

“ Every tenant in Ireland is ready to buy 
his land on just terms,“ returned the Irish 
leaders. Such a plan, too, carries more 
than justice to the landlords. Their lands 
there have no intrinsic value except such as 
is supplied by the tenant. Few of the owners 
could sell their holdings in open market. 
No one wants to buy the soil except those 
who are settled there. But the tenant, under 
the plan we are fighting for, offers the owner 
| the benefit of the highest possible valuation 
—and more than a fair valuation—that is 
possible under conditions which prevail in 
Ireland.“

Enormous Cost of Police. 


“The police force now maintained there 
costs 41,800,000 [$6,500,000] annually. That 
military force is kept up merely to support 
the power of the landlords. With their 


the landlords would not be interested, and 
there would be no need of maintaining such 
a police body, now used only to work in the 
landowners’ interests. In scores of similar 
ways the governmental expenses could be 
quickly and easily reduced and thus this 
bonus made back within a few years.” 


Two Classes of Landlords. 


In their struggle on the land question the 
men of Ireland meet with two classes of 
landlords. Fürst, the wealthy absentee 
owner, who resides in England and has his 
wealth invested in other properties, so that 
his land holdings in Ireland are merely sup- 
plemental to his income. 

It is this class of owners who have been 
most liberal in selling to tenants under the 
voluntary land purchase acts now in force. 
Yet, strange as it may seem, it is one of 
these men who has most strenuously op- 
posed the purchase plan now being fought 
for. This man is the duke of Abercorn. 
member of the house of lords and chairman 
of the Rhodesia Chartered company, which 
is heavily interested in African diamond 
mines. He has disposed of mucu of his land, 
but has been the leader in opposing the pres- 
ent movement, which, so Irish leaders think, 
now has a successful end in sight, especially 
since the government has made its position 
plain through Chief Secretary Wyndham. 


Titles Conceal Pinching Poverty. 


The second class of landlords includes the 
titled gentry whose family history and titles 
merely conceal pinching poverty. It is this 
class from which the chief opposition has 
come. Naturally, they hold the lands which 
are in the worst condition and where the 


greatest misery 
\ their only financial stay is their Irish lands. 
Extravagance and dissipation of former gen- 
erations have left them with these holdings 
incumbered to the limit with mortgages. To 
prevent foreclosure they are compelled to 
| keep turning in interest at 5 and 6 per cent 
to the insurance companies and other loaners 
who have advanced money on the property. 


Tendency of Legislation. 
With small exceptions Irish legislation 
enacted since 1870 has tended to effect con- 


stant diminution of the rights and powers of 
the landlords. This has continued under 


favorable and under ministries which were 
radical and hostile. 

It was under one of their friends, indeed— 
Gerald Balfour, brother of the present 
premier of Great Britain—that the act was 
passed allowing county councils in Ireland.

Ireland Not Overpopulated. 

England's constant plea before the world 
that Ireland is overpopulated and that that 
is an affiiction for which no government can 
provide a remedy is laughed at by Irish 
leaders. 

If that argument carries any truth,” said 
Mr. O’Connor, “ then Ireland should be one 
of the most prosperous countries of the 
world. In 1846 there were 9,000,000 souls on 
the island. Now the population is but little 
more than 4,000,000—4,400,000. The argu- 
ment is false and intended to misiead.”’ 

„Why, if conditions were right.“ asserted 
Mr. O’Brien, “ Ireland could treble her pres- 
ent population. The fault is that where there 
Lis ho land—notbing but bog and marsh and 
misery—there is a congestion of people, and 
where there ie good land there are no people 
for the soil hes been gobbled up by the 
graziers, who are money lenders and shop- 
keepers. As a matter of fact, Ireland is the 
one country of this side of the world which 
is uncolonized. It is conditions, not over- 
population, that form the evil. The moment 
the Irish people get twenty or thirty acres 
of good land to each family from that mo- 
ment famine in Ireland will not be known.” 


Industrial Future of Ireland. 


What will be the industrial future of Ire- 
land, too, in the event of land settlement 
is not definitely seen. 

„Farming on a large scale in Ireland will, 
of course, be impossible, said Mr. O'Brien. 
„But it would be a country of small land- 
holders, all prosperous and comfortable—

Armour Buying, Sharp 
Upturn in December.

SHORTS WANT THE CORN. | ifs 


December Still Congested and a 
Cent Higher; May Up as 
Much; Patten Covering. 


It was Armour dey again in wheat, con- 
tinued buying by that powerful bull inter- 
est being the moving cause for advances 
of 2%c in December ahd %c in May. It 
might have been Armour day in corn as well, 
as there is an idea he has been the big De- 
zember holder, as well as long of May, but 
if he has been the factor in that pit his oper - 
ations have been well concealed. There is 
more reason for believing John Cudahy to 
have been the chief December long. 

The startling circumstance fn wheat was 
the demand which developed for December. 
[te discount had slowly widened to 2%o 
under May. It held at that figure yestefday 
during an early reaction of %c from the 
previous chose on local selling based on in- 
different foreign cables, fair receipts at 
Minneapolis, and fine weather. These all 
proved poor reason. There was Armour 
buying on the decline buying, which before 
the session was over must have added 2,000,- 
000 bu to his line. There was a demand for 
December from the northwest, and when 
_ local. shorts tried to cover supplies seemed 
shut off and there was a sharp advance from 
78% to Téc. After some reaction the mar- 
ket closed strong at practically the top 
price. May sold from 7644-%c to 77%c, and 
closed at Tete. On the early upturn, 
which was to 7T7\c for May, there was heavy 
selling through one or two commission 
houses, which the pit crowd thought was

There was a big commission trade on 
both sides, with the scalping crowd appar- 
ently playing for a break, as it has done for 
each of the seven days of the advance, and 
getting wiipsawed. 

Outside markets were not as strong as Chi- 
tago, and December at St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City was held at a discount of nearly 5c 
under May. In New York December recov- 
ered toa premium of ec over May. 

Receipts lost the appearance of being 
smaller and the weather was favorable for 
movement everywhere, but the forecast was 
for.rain or snow all over the west and north- 
West. There were 768 cars at Minneapolis 
and Duluth, compared with 894 last year, 
but primary points had 1,518,945 bu, com- 
pared with 1,173,612 bu. There were but 83 
cars here, with only 1 contract, and 245,000 
bu were loaded out, but 2 cars No. 2 red 
were turned out of private houses.

Only two bids for the new issue of $1,500,000 
of drainage bonds were received yesterday. 
One was put in by the Illinois Trust and 
Savings bank and the other in behalf of a 
local syndicate composed of the First Na- 
tional bank, the Merchants’ Loan and Trust 
company, N. W. Harris & Co., and Farson, 
Leach & Co, There was a wide difference 
between the two offers, however, that of the 
Ihinois Trust and Savings bank providing 
for a premium of $15,823, while the syndicate 
proposition was for a premium of $150. The 


mat ter was referred to the finance committee 


of the drainage board, but it is said there 18 
little doubt that the bid of the Illinois Trust 
and Savings bank will be accepted. It is ex- 
pected that the award will be made next 
Monday. 

The offer of a premium of $15,323 makes the 
rate on the issue 101.02, and puts the bonds 
on a 888 per cent income basis. The bonds 
bear 4 per cent interest and are payable in 
currency. This rate of 101.02 is considerably 
below that made on the last previous issue 
of bonds sold. Last January Mason, Lewis 


& Co. took an issue of $2,000,000 of drainage 
| bonds at a premium of $46,200, or at the rate 
of 102.26. The money market at that time, 
| however, was in an easier condition, and a 


little better rate than that now obtainable 
was warranted. 
Reflects Money Conditions. 


Considering the condition of the money 
market, the premium offered by the Illinois 


Trust and Savings bank is, in the opinion of 
experts, about all that cduld be reasonably 


expected by the drainage board, and it ls 
understood that the members of the board 
take about that view of the case. The syn- 
dicate bid of $150 premium was practically 
equivalent to a bid of par for the bonds. 
There is no question as to the merit of the 
bonds, but with the signs pointing toa 6 
per cent rate in the open money market for 
some time to come, the members of the syn- 
dicate evidently did not feel justified in pay- 


ing a higher price for the bonds. This bid 


of a premium of only $150, therefore, may be 
taken as a pretty clear indication of the 
feeling of some of the ieading banking in- 
teresta in Chicago as to the immediate fu- 
ture of the money market. 

The issue of $1,500,000 of bonds for which 
bide were opened yesterday is the thirteenth 
issue put out by the drainage board. The 
total amount of bonds issued is $21,865,000, 
but of these $5,565,000 have been retired, 
leaving $16,300,000 outstanding. According 
to the equalized value of property for 1901, 
the 5 per cent bond Hmit of the board is 
$18,268,625, which would leave a margin of 
only $1,958,626 above the amount of bonds 
now outstanding. It is expected, however, 
thet the equalized value will be considerably 
increased this year. 


Unable to Loan at 7 Per Cent. ;

Others, whose lines of credit have been 
greatly extended, are practically unable to 
get money at any figure. The banks have 
been forcing liquidation in the stock mar- 
ket for the purpose of cutting down lines 
in certain directions, and so far they have 
shown little disposition to reverse this policy.
